"Two flotillas of destroyers wore out- 


nide of Port Arthur, ns instructed, from 
the night of tho 21st until the morning 
of the -22d, Although during this time 
our destroyers wore under the lire of tho 
enemy they sustained no damnge. .Tho 
main fleet arrived off Port Arthur at ? 
o'clock on tho morning of tlie 22d. 


'•I dispatched a part of tlie.fleet in the 


direction of Pigeon Bay niul ordered tho 
battloships Fuji nnd Yashinm to make 
an indirect bombardment against the in- 
ner side -of the port. During the bom- 
bardment the enemy's ships gradually 
came out of the harbor and at the time 
when the indirect bombardment stopped, 
which wa; about 2 o' clock the number 
of Russian ships was five battleships, 
Jour cruisers nnd several destroyers. We 
believed the enemy WI\H trying by mak- 
ing a movement oi their fleet to draw 
u?° near the forts. The enemy's ships 
shelled us indirectly and many of their 
shots fell near the battleship Fuji but 
our ships sustained no damage. About 
0 o'clock our vessels 'withdrew off the 
port."

Treasurer Nelson's Contention 


Sustained Alter Looking Up 


tlie Statutes. 


County Treasurer II. P. Nelson was 


right in his contention that the county 
of Racine is not obliged to turn over to 
the city of Rachic 5 per cent of the de- 
linquent taxes collected.-. -City Attorney 
Walker nnd District .Attorney Gittins 
held n consultation'yesterday afternoon 
iii • regard to the matter-, and it- was 
found that under section-J144, revised 
statutes, that the money so collected 
shall go to the county. 


For many years the 5 -per cent has 


been paid by the county treasurers to 
the city treasurer and no question arose. 
In this way from $400 to SOOO has been 
thrown into the coffers of the city treas- 
ury and amounts to hundreds of dollars. 
Hereafter the county will keep tlie mon- 
ev. Of course no effort will be made to 
recover what 'has been paid in. When 
and where the practice was first estab- 
lished is not clear. 


This afternon 
City Attorney M.'E. 


Walker and City Clerk Henry J. SchrofT 
have discovered new facts in regard to 
the turning over of the delinquent tuxes 
by the county treasurer. The charter 
contains a section which makes the act 
perfectly 
legal and tlmt practice 
has 


been followed according to the charter. 
It is believed this discovery will legally 
justify the action or practice followed 
for more than a quarter of a century 
back. 


It was decided this afternoon between 


the officers that the county' should re- 
ceive five per cent for collecting the de- 
linquent taxes .and the city get -the in- 
terest on the money collected, amounting 
to about 4 per cent.

EXPECTS SUCCESS XEXT YEAR. 
.Miv.Boni said that the Social Demo- 


cratic .party was a.whole lot different 
,from.'.the Kcpublican and Democratic 
parties. ; The speaker gave a history, 
of tho.organization in this city. He-told 
how three :ycars ago he got into it by 
the solicitatiori'" of- Racine -and Milwau- 
kee men, ."was the fifth signer, with the 
understanding if he did not like it he 
could get out. He was the first vice 
chairman. At the first .election • they 
polled seventeen votes. During the JMc- 
Kinley administration the socialists were 
charged with having assassinated 
the 


president. The number dwindled down 
to eight members. Last year they cast 
C7G votes, now there was double that 
number. He said that socialism must 
be studied; it stands for the ownership 
of all public utilities. Mr.'Born predict- 
ed that a year from now they would 
come to the hall, nominate a ticket and 
jlect every one of them. 


TO ABOLISH POVERTY. 


Ex-City Attorney Samuel Ritchie was 


called upon and made a brief address. 
Mr. Ritchie said 'that they met there for 
an important purpose, to nominate a city 
ticket. Tlie two other parties had al- 
ready made their 
nominations. What 


they intended and should do was to 
nominate men they could trust. Some 
persons have classed Social Democrats 
as traitor's. He said socialists were not 
traitors. It .was their object to better 
mankind, 'not to talk about tariff, ,ex- 
paiiBion, etc. They were trying to estab- 
lish a social party whereby poverty shall 
bo abolished. He told how the wealth 
had gone into the hands o£ a few, while 
the' majority 'have little., Mr. Ritchie 
dwelt upon how the prices 'o£ coal were 
fiy'ed and held that there is not :i law 
that can be passed, but that the owners 
of'the mines nnd. railway owners can 
get around.. There cannot be relief un- 
der the .present system. Socialists were 
charged-with being anarchists. That 
was not rub. Anarchists want no gov- 
ernment.. Socialists want 
government, 


so that the people shall own the coal 
mines, the railroads and every man thai 
labors shall have his fair compensation. 
He'further said that socialists wire not 
communists, for "that claas wanted.the 
state to ormi everything. Socialists be-, 
lieved in the deolaratioji of independence, 
that all men shall have equal right!.. Un-

" WHAT PLATFORM DEMANDS. 
The committee on .platform came in 


and submitted their report which in the 
main is identical with the platform 
adopted at the city convention one year 
ago. It sets forth that the Social Dem- 
ocratic party is the American expression 
of the international movement of mod- 
ern, wage workers for better food, better 
homes, sufficient 
sleep, more leisure, 


more- education and 
more culture. In 


municipal 'affairs the party stands for 
cveryTsdical change that will bring the 
means of' production or transportation 
into:the hands of the people, 'it believes 
in..self:sovernment for the city, in a just 
and- equitable taxation where corpora- 
tions bear the full share, in the consoli-

In -short the platform demands: 
First — That no more franchises for 


public utilities shall bo sold, leased or 
given away. The city shall take charge 
as soon as possible of nil public utilities 
now in private hands, especially

water works. 


Second— That 
the . common council 


shall take steps necessary to make the 
big corporations pay their rightful share 
of municipal taxes, so that the money 
necessary to carry out the reforms can 
be raised.

The measure provides that an earnest 


effort, be. made by the city to provide 
work for its unemployed citizens: im- 
provement of streets; city shall maintain 
n public oo'al and wood yard and a pub- 
lic ice house; coaJ, wood and ice to be 
gold at cost; that free medical service 
shall be extended BO as to provide two 
salaried physicians in each ward, who 
shall render free service; free school 
books and adequate gohool facilities; 
'that .n, largo hijl sliall be provided in 
cchools.where meetings can be held; free 
and -adequate hospital service, free from 
every taint of charity; city shall .de- 
clare a public holiday on all . election 
days and it shall be compulsory.

1'ROPERTL OWNERS ALARMED. 
The 'heavy rain of yesterday and last 


night caused considerable apprehension 
among property owners on the low lands 
adjoining Root river.'

Intense Excitement Over 


Slave. Jonlsh Glover. 


Fiftv years ago tonight, March 23, was 


probably one of the wildest nights Racine 
ever passed through. This date is writ- 
ten in the history of Wisconsin. There 
are onlv two people known in the city 
who remember the affair, when Josinli 
Glover, n runaway slave from the. state 
of Missouri found 
temporary 
refuge 


here. 
Clover was a slave worth $2,300 


nnd Imd .escaped from his muster, who 
had traced-him to this city. According 
to the slave law of those days, it was 
necessary for the officers here to assist 
in the capture. 
Public sentiment was 


bitterly opposed to an net of this kind 
In consequence he was harbored by dif 
fevent people and for a time his presence 
here was kept a secret. 


Finally it .bcame known by the negro's 


master that his slave wns'here. He plan 
ned. with the assistance of the officers 
for a capture. Wort was passed around 
quickly among the defeud-rs.

Glover was placed in the Milwaukee 


jiiil. Word was passed around that city 
from Hacine of what had transpired. A 
mob assembled in n short time and with 
a competent leader, battered down the 
jail nnd liberated the negro, who was 
hustled off to Canada where he ever af- 
ter lived in pence. 


The lender of the mob wns sued by tho 


owner for the price of the negro. The 
case wan bitterly contested, but the Mis- 
souri slave holder won his suit and ob- 
tained the money.

No terms would be strong 


enough to express the degree' of foul- 
ness in this .milk. The thought came'- 
at once, What an Injurious effect such 
milk is likely to'liave on the quality of 
butter if it were allowed .to be used in 
the factory, together with the remain- 
der of the milk! This kind of niilk is 
evidently one of the causes of poor 
butter that are likely' to steal in on a 
creamery operator. 


These two salty "samples had-a fat 


content of 1.8 and 1.6 pw -cent respec- 
tively; It is interesting to note tbat 
both came from cows that calved this 
spring. They were both In good condi- 
tion and about seven years of «ge. The 
owner of the cow» told the vrrirer that 
they never used to "go dry," but gave 
a good quantity of milk the w^ 
year round.

Homemade .SturtcrM. 


A homemade starter can be made by 


saving one or two quarts of milU from 
some tealthy cow, as near fresh as 
possible. The milk should have a good 
flavor, be well aerated, placed in a 
sterile vessel, covered with a cloth and 
allowed to develop the required acid 
naturally. This Is used Instead of tho 
commercial culture, and, from 
this 


point the treatment would be the same 
as with the culture. When the starter 
Is added to creata it should be thor- 
oughly strained through a small enough 
mesh strainer to insure a thorough 
breaking up of the coagulated parts. 
No arbitrary rule as to the length of. 
time' a culture or starter will retain 
its purity can be given, but to a great 
extent it 13 In the hpnds of the opera- 
tor to prolong or shorten the time.—W.

ways take pleasure In answering them.. 
There' nro a great many butter makers; 
who do not avail themselves of this 
opportunity, and. hoping that this will 
fall into the. bands of some-onc anxious 
to learn and improve the quality of 
butter, I will asrain give in full the 
preparation of starter,and. how to use 


To begin with. I would advise all 


who are not familiar with the starter 
to use a commercial starter. 
After 


yon have your commercial culture of 
r, half ounce bottle on hand, select 
three quarts of the best mills, pasteur- 
ize it up to ISO degrees Jay. setting the 
pail which contains thej milk into hot 
water, nnd hold it at that temperature 
for twenty minutes.. 


Then'transfer it into .ft vessel that 


contains cold water «nd cool It. When 
at 00 degrees pour tho culture In the 
'half ounce bottle into the milk nnd stir 
It well. Then cool It to T5 deforces, 
cover up :ind hold at the above tern- 
jjeniture until the next-morning, when 
it will commence 10 coiiRul&to. 
Skim 


off tho.top and throw It away, -lust 
as soon as the starter gets thick set 
it in ice water and keep it there until 
you have pasteurized- .the -milk you 
wi?U to. use it.in, which Is (lone us fol- 
lows: Select the amount of mill; that 
you wunt to use for .1 starter. For ex- 
ample, we will take thirty gallons of 
the bcs't'Vnorning's milk'.": nun it sep- 
arately tHrough ono of 1h6 separators' 
nnd'catWtho'fikini milk'lri tlic startpr. 
cnn. Pasteurize it by heating to ISO. 
degree-stand hold it at that'temperature, 
for twenty minutes. Then cool, and' 
wlipn down:to 90 degrees pour into this; 
nnvrant-o'f'pasteurized.milt n pint and: 
n hairof'the-prepared culture .stnrter, 
nnd then cool It at this time of tiro 
ypar to 04 degrees, put cover on and 
let it stand until morning. The next 
morning, after it has coagulated put it 
into your cream vat just before com- 
mencing to skim. Save out a pint and 
n half again. -Select about ton gallons 
of clean morning's milk- and pour it 
Into the cream vat with the starter, 
for Uae starter to live on.nnd thereby 
not become overripe. Stir It well. Slclm 
a fairly heavy cream Into this starter 
and occasionally stir it. Stirring the 
orenrrt must not be neglected. 
Stir It 


often and five minutes at a time, 


I would advise using about a,JO per 


cent starter nt this time of the year. 


Always bo careful not to let the 


starter get overripe. 
A starter is nt 


its best at about 40 degrees of acidity. 


By all means use a starter nnd mnke 


as good a butter as the other fellow. 


Use tue.acld test often.

TOKIO, March 24.—Vice

Togo's .report of the fifth attack on Port 
Arthur, which was made on March 22, 
reached Tokio tonight and is as follows: 


"The combined fleet acted according to- 


the plan arranged. 


"Two flotillas of destroyers were out- 


side of Port Arthur, as instructed, from 
the night of thn 21st until the morning 
of the 22d. Although during this time 
our destroyers were under tho lire of the 
enemy they sustained no damngc. The 
main fleet arrived off Port Arthur at S 
o'clock on the morning of the 22d. 


"I dispatched a part of the fleet in the 


direction of Pigeon Bay and ordered the 
battleships Fuji and Yashima to make 
an indirect bombardment against the in- 
ner side 'of the port. During the bom- 
bardment the enemy's ships gradually 
came out of tho harbor and. at the time 
when the indirect bombardment stopped, 
which was about 2 o' clock the number 
of Russian ships was Avc. battleships, 
four cruisers and several destroyers. We 
believed the enemy was trying by makv 
ing a. movement of their fleet to draw 
us near the forts. The enemy's ships 
shelled us indirectly and many of their 
shots fell near the battleship Fuji but 
our ships sustained no damage. About 
3 o'clock our vessels 'withdrew off the 
port." 


YOXGAMPHO TO BE OPENED. 


•WASHINGTON, March 24.^-The fol- 


lowing cablegram has been received at 
the state department from United States 
Minister Allen, at Seoul, dated today: 


"Announcement has been made in

Treasurer Nelson's Contention 


Sustained Alter Looking Up 


the Statutes. 


County Treasurer H. P. Nelson was 


right in his contention that the county 
of Racine is not obliged to tiirn over to 
the city of Racine o per cent of the de- 
linquent taxes collected. City Attorney 
Walker nnd District Attorney Gittins 
held a consultation*yesterday afternoon' 
in 'regard to the matter, and it was 
found that under section 1144, revised 
statutes, that the money so collected 
shall go to the county. 


•For -many years the 5 per cent has 


been paid by tlie county treasurers to 
the city treasurer and no question arose. 
Tn this way from $400 to $800 has been 
thrown into the coffers of the city treas- 
ury and amounts to hundreds of dollars. 
Hereafter the county will keep the mon- 
ey. Oi course no effort will be made to 
recover what 'has been paid in. When 
and where the practice was first estab- 
lished is not clear: 


This afternon City Attorney M.'E. 


Walker and City Clerk Henry J. Schroff 
have discovered new facts in regard to 
the turning over of the delinquent taxes 
by the county treasurer. The charter 
contains a section which makes the act 
perfectly legal and that practice 
Has 


been followed according to the charter. 
It is believed this discovery will legally 
justify the action or practice followed 
jfor more than a quarter of » century 
back.. 
' It was decided this afternoon between 
the officers that the county should re- 
ceive five per cent for collecting the de- 
linquent taxes .and the city gat -the in- 
terest on the money collected, amounting 
to about 4 per cent.

sold at coat; that free medical- service 
shall be extended so as to provide two 
salaried physicians in each ward, who 
shall render free service; free school 
books ond adequate school facilities; 
that a large haA shall be provided in 
schools,where meetings can be held; free 
and-adequate hospital service, free from 
every taint 'of charity; city' shall de- 
clare a public holiday on all election 
days and it shall be compulsory.

The musical 
program preceding the lecture was of ex- 
ceptional ^merit. -Mr. George Schmidt's 
rendition on the violin of "Ttasj 'Mazur- 
ka," by E. Mlynarski, was heartily en- 
cored. Mis* Bessie" Clancy, vvlio" possesa- 
es a mezzo-soprano voice of much power 
and expression, sang "Spring H«s Come," 
and responded to an encore. In intro- 
ducing Mr. Quinn as the speaker of "the 
evening, Mr. Clancy referred to him aa 
the man IJe'st: qualified in'America to 
speak on.the subject of Ireland and her 
People. 


Sir. Quiijn in.^opening, said that too 


much stress'was generally laid on the 
wrongs and, oppressions of Ireland, and 
that he proposed to speak more of the 
brighter side of -'Kef history. If Ireland 
had never'existed, he said, the world 
would have lost the many statesmen, 
poets, authors, artists and musicians, for 
whom'it is indebted to thatjcpujntry. At 
the time :of the Roman inynMOn ,of the 
British Isles. Ireland was thcj jleajj^r tof 
the world, in education, and was • the 
home of njany famous schools.' He said 
tjiat one of the Irish legends,"to which 
much credence^is giS'en by HiimboldVbhd 
otlier famous' scholars, is that Un" the 
year 550 the Irish sailors discovered' a 
land vvhicii'is'thought to have'been: the 
continent"" of JSorth America. Ifhis' 
lour hundred years earlier thaaivtho 
Norsemen are said to have discovered 
the same land. 


The Iriah^wople, jjr. Quinn said, hare 


erer been, a leading factor in the spread 
of Christianity in .the world. And they 
have also played a prominent part in the 
material development ot every new coun- 
try t.'iafc Mis ever been, discovered. In 
the many victories which this country 
has won oh'land and sea, the Irish have 
been notably'in evidence! Ihc rank and 
file of Wasbington's'army'was composed 
largely of Irish'soldiers; Money, said 
Mr Quinn, had in reality been the real 
issue between Ireland and England in 
the many years of their strife. Ireland 
:has- been compelled to furnish more rev 
enue to England than any of her posses- 
sions, with the exception oMndia. This 
has heeir such-a burden to the Irish peo- 
ple that they have never been able to 
lift frnm their necks the bated yoke of 
debt and poverty. Even under this op- 
pression, ho.wever, extending, as it ;does 
over the past 200 ypars,,the si>irit,'of the 
Irish people has not been brokeW In 
closing Mr.-Quinn expressed his strong 
disapproval ;ci E the -union to>: Irgtand and 
England with the paraphrase, "Whai 
God lias put asunder, i<Tt'ii'&"niari join."

from the breaking- of the ice in the river 
and an eight mile current carrying it 
down. A trip along the river reveals 
that all ice an far up a* the Horlick dam 
has passed out. While there is a strong 
current of water flowing the viver level 
is three feet lower than yesterday. Low- 
lands inundated yesterday are 
. nearly 


free today and no more danger is ap- 
prehended unless the Horlick dam should 
jive way and iet the thousands of tons 
of ice-above that point, down to the 
stream below. 


Last night there was a solid volume of; 


four feet of water flowing over the dam, 
the heaviest known in the history of that: 
structure, still there is not the slightest 
weakening of the foundations. The ice' 
is firm and the jam opposite the Thomp- 
son camp remains ten feet high. All 
through that section there is a large 
amount of water, but it is rapidly pass- 
ing away. At noon today the flow over 
the dam: was perhaps three feet in vol- 
ume and decreasing. 


Damage along the river was not near 


as serious as was expected. The carry- 
ing out of the Wustum bridge was the 
heaviest, involving a log* of perhops $1,- 
290: Mr. Wustum states that it it the 
first time the structure has'gone out in 
twenty-one years. It will be replaced by 
an iron bridge. 


Damage to the West Sixth' street 


bridge will soon be repaired. It-will re- 
quire driving new piles, but cannot be 
accomplished until the water jn the riv- 
er quiets.; 


A few boat houses were carried away, 


but not a single home damaged. The; 
overflow on Herrick's 'flats amounted to; 
nothing. All of the ice that came down; 
lodged west of Main street bridge. It 
waa broken and floated on to the mouth; 
of the harbor where it jammed and is; 
piled tip, out of harm's way. Main' 
street bridge was not damaged at all. 


ICE GOES OVER THE DAM. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon the ice 


above the dam commenced rushing over 
the rapids with the water three feet in 
depth. So terrific was the current that 
many feared disastrous results, but the 
only noticeable damage done thus 
far 


was the carrying away of "William Hor- 
lick; Jr.'s biat house, which came float- 
ing down the-current and was precipitat- 
ed over the miniature- JTiagara. The wa- 
ter is now perfectly. boiling with foam 
at lihis point. The current ia rapid nnd 
furious. A report reached the Journal 
this afternoon that the current in the 
rivor had changed the course of the river 
bet! near Milmine's bridge and that the 
water was now rushing over the roadway 
two feet in depth.

the city is entirely cut off and business 
is suspended. The schools are closed and 
the ]>co|)le stand helpless while the Hood 
carries everything before it. . 
_A_<le!iigc of rain last night raised both 
streams out of the banks and at noon 
there can be no actual estimate placed 
upon the damnpe that may follow. .South 
Beloit is entirely under water and 500 
people are either homeless or are caught 
in their houses surrounded by the good. 


FACTORY BTJRXS TO C&OUXD. 


At 10 o'clock while thousands of spec- 


tators stood on the banks of Turtle 
creek and looked across into the Hooded 
district gas in the chops of John Thomp- 
son & Sons caught fire from a mysterious 
explosion of gasoline and the'plant was 
entirely destroyed. The city fire appar, 
atus made an heroic attempt "to reach the 
lire but gave up after one team had beeu 
drowned. The factory wsis entirely de- 
stroyed and the loss will be "$150,000. 
fully insured. Acres of water surround- 
ed the mins and nobody has been able 
to visit the burned factory. The plant 
was built only last year and cost $00,- 
000, the machine shops and foundry be- 
ing equipped with entirely new machiu- 
e"ry, and all is a total loss. 


As the cellars of half the city are flood- 


ed and many of the 
business concerns 


have vacated their places' the actual loss 
is likely to run far into"six figures. The 
water stretches solid over"Broad street, 
the finest residence section, St. Paul av- 
enue; ' and reaches almost to the old 
Goodwin house on State street. Old riv- 
er men say that the water will-fall rap- 
idly and without further losses.

It will be remembered that the city of 


Racine vacated a portion of Eiehth 
street to the Mitchell &.Lewis Wagon 
company upon which to erect a.factory 
building.

An ap- 
peal.was taken to the supreme court and 
now that body reverses the decision and 
sustains the demurrer, which means that 
therei was cause for action and tlia't the 
defendants must answer the complaint, 
and the case will be tried on its merits. 


DECISION REVERSED. 


In the case of Elizabeth Ellis against 


the Chicago, Milwaukee &. St. Paul rail- 
way, the decision of the lower court was 
reversed. Mrs. Ellis sued the railyray 
company for $10,000 damages, sustained 
by falling from a trail! at Corliss. The 
jury in the circuit court gave her $700 
damages. Judge Belden set aside the 
verdict and ordered judgment of the de- 
fcndah£ and dismissed the complaint.

This is a case where the plaintiff 
sued to recover value for goods alleged 
to have been sold to the defendant. 


In the case of C. I. Shoop against Ed- 


ward Sehowalter, decided in the lower 
court in favor of Sehowalter, reversed 
and dismissed. This suit was in regard 
to a. real estate deal betweeu the plain- 
tiff and defendant, the amount of rake- 
off to be received by defendant being in- 
volved. 


INSURANCE CO. WIN. 


In the case of Catherine Rickeman 


agaiiist insurance companies, decision of 
the'1 lower court reversed. The store of 
Mrs1.' Rickeman on Sixth street burned 
and* there was a big loss. Insurance 
companies, or some of them refused to 
pay' tlic insurance on the ground that 
goods represented to be in the building 
were not there.

Slave, Joalah Glover. 


Fifty years ngo tonight, March 23, was 


probably one of the wildest nights Racine 
ever passed through. This date is writ- 
ten in the history of Wisconsin. There 
are only two people known in the city 
who remember the affair, when Josiali 
Glover, a runaway slave from the state 
of Missouri found 
temporary 
refuge 


here. Glover was a slave worth $2,500, 
and had -escaped from his master,'ivho^ 
had traced'him to this city. According 
to the slave Inw of those days, it was 
necessary for the officers here to assist; 
in the capture. 
Public sentiment was1 


bitterly opposed to an act of this kind.; 


I In consequence he wus harbored by dif- 


ferent people and for a time his presence- 
here was kept a secret. 


Finally it.bcame known by the negro's! 


master that his slave was'here. He plan-i 
lied, with the assistance of the officers, 
for a capture. Word was passed around 
quickly among the defenders. 
In less 


tlian an hour the entire town was 
wrought up ar.d bloodshed seemed un- 
avoidable. Finally Glover was taken in 
spito of all obstacles and hustled down 
to the wharf, where he 
wna 
stowed 


away in a boat und taken to Milwaukee 
to he placed in jail. Men thought he had 
been taken tho 'other way and drove 
through the country on horseback and in 
rigs of various kinds trying to overtake 
the officers. 


Glover was placed in the Milwaukee 


jjtil. Word was passed around that city 
from Racine of what had transpired. 
A 


mob assembled in a short time and with 
a competent leader, battered down the 
jail nnd liberated the negro, who was 
hustled off to Canada where he ever af- 
ter lived in pence. 


The leader of the mob was sued by the 


owner for the price of the negro. 
The 


case was bitterly contested, but the Mis- 
souri slave holder won his suit and ob- 
tained the money.

This holding will, 
however, not interfere with-the proposed 
plans of the Wagon company, .and there- 
is now- nothing in the Sway to prevent 
the company from-erecting, its new fac- 
tory buildings as.soon as.it can make 
tho necessary arrangements." 


Attorney Hand Said when interviewed: 
"The supreme court lias clearly re- 


versed the . decision of the lower court 
•upon the right of tlie Mitchell & Lewis 
Co.. to 'construct 'any-'buildings 
or 


bridges-'over the'portion rof the street 
left open to tlie public and declares the 
ordinance of the city of Racine invalid 
which/gave-.-the Mitchell-.& Lewis Co., 
such right, thus confirming the stand 
taken, b.y the plaintiffs in this action on 
that part of the case. It appears with 
reference to the other 
ordinance va- 


cating'a-portion of the -street that the. 
suprem'p-.court has'made no decision a's 
to whetjhea .it is valid or not. simply- 
holding 
t.fyat .tlie plaintiffs were 
not 


specially,.injured to a degree sufficient; 
to give iliem the right to raise the fjues-l 
tion. Tn other words it seems that there; 
has us y'ef'been no decision with refer-' 
ence to the' validity of the ordinance vu-l 
eating the1 street and that must be left' 
to future determination of the supreme 
court. 


When the full opinion of the supreme 


court is received, the scope of the decis- 
ion will be known exactly. The supreme 
court of Wisconsin has fallen in with 
other states of high authority in holding 
thafpublic streets must not be obstruct- 
ed or incumbered."

- Tim 
curd was normal looking, 'but the ta*t« 
and smell were very putrid and ob- 
noxious. No terms would be strong 
enough to express the degree "of foul- 
ness In this .milk. The thought came- 
at once, What an Injurious effect nick 
milk is likely to have on the quality of 
butter If it were allowed to be used in 
the factory, together with the remain- 
der of the inilk I This kind of milk is 
evidently one of the causes of poor 
butter that are likely to steal in on a 
creamery operator. 


These two salty "samples had-a fat 


content of 1.8 and 1.0 per-cent respec- 
tively: It is interesting to note that 
both came from cows:that calved thi» 
spring. They were both in good condi- 
tion and about seven years of age. The

Both co** wer* 
allowed to dry up. What the quality 
of milk will be when they calve again 
remains to be seen. 
,.>:it is likely that the cow, having been 
milked so long without any rest, might 
have been the cause of the secretion of 
this abnormal, milk.

HoDiemBtle Starter*. 


A homemade starter can be made by 


saving cue or two quarts of milk from 
some healthy cow, as near fresh as 
possible. The milk should have a good 
flavor, be well aerated, placed in a 
sterile vessel, covered with a cloth and 
allowed to develop the required acid 
naturally. This is used instead of the 
commercial culture, and . from this 
point the treatment would be the same 
as with the culture. When the starter 
is added to cream it should be thor- 
oughly strained through a small enough 
mesh strainer to insure a thorough 
breaking up of the coagulated parts. 
No arbitrary rule as to the length of 
time' a culture or starter will retain 
Its purity can be given, but to a great 
extent it is in the bands of the opera- 
tor to prolong or shorten the time.— W. 
E. Griffith In American Agriculturist.

To begin «rltb, I would advise all 


who are not familiar with the starter 
to use a commercial starter. 
After 


yon have your commercial calture of 
a half ounce bottle o;i hand, select 
three quarts of the,best IBUlr, pasteur- 
ize it up to 180 degrees £y, setting, the 
pall which contains 'thej milk into hot 
water, and hold It at that te.mpera'turc 
for twenty minutes., . 


Then transfer It into a vessel that 


contains cold water and cool it. When 
at 00 degrees pour the culture in the 
half ounce, bottle into the'milk and stir 
it well. Then cool it to 73 degree's, 
cover up and bold nt the above tem- 
perature until the next morning, when 
it will commence to coagulate. Skim 
oft theitop.and throw, it away. Just 
as soon as.the starter gets thick set. 
it }n ice water and keep.jt there until 
you -have pasteurized•.. the 'milk you 
wish to. use it;in, which, Is done aa fol- 
lows: .Select; the amount, of milk that 
you want to use for a starter. For ex- 
ample, we will take thirty gallons of; 
the titst'-'morning's milk'r' Hun'It sep-i 
ara'tely tilttrtigh 'one 'of the segaratorsi 
nnd'cafcli'!fhe'skini rnilk in the starter' 
can. Pasteurize It by heating to 3SO; 
degrees'and hold it at that'temperature; 
for twenty' minutes. Then cool, andj 
when downito 90 degrees pour Into thisj 


t Of 'pasteurized .mJlk a pint and! 


a half !of' the prepared culture .starter,' 
and then cool It at this time of the 
year to 64 degrees, put cover on and 
let it stand until morning. Tbe next 
morning, after it has coagulated put it 
into your cream vnt just before com- 
mencing to skim. Save out a pint and 
a halt again. .Select about ten gallons 
of clean morning's milk and pour it 
Into the cream vat with the starter, 
for the starter to live on, and thereby 
not become overripe. Stir it well. Skim 
a fairly heavy cream Into this starter 
and occasionally stir it, Stirring the 
cream must not be neglected. Stir it 
often and five minute* at a time. 


I would advise using about a ^5 per 


cent starter at this time of: the year. 


Always be careful not to let the 


starter get overripe. A''atarter is at 
~ts best at about 40 degrees of acidity. 


By all means use a stnrier and make 


ns good a butter as the other fellow. 


Use the acid test often.
